JOINT STOCK AEWSPAP- 
ERS. 


In our last ist#pe we treated of joint stock 

mpanics in the Northwest generally, 
showing how they had in most cases failed 
when they had embarked ip business andet 
takings, and this week we narrow ourselves 
down to the results of joint stock manage- 
ment in connection with the press of the 
country. During the past three veacs tuere 
have been in the No-thwest seven 
journals owned and operated by joint 
stock companics, and each and every une 
ofthem have proved to be comme cial 
failures. Some were born of speculation 
aud floated to puff and bolster speculation, 
while more were carried on for political 
pr *poses, and to suit the aims of polit.cians 
© political parties, But all have been 


some 


failures, and in some instances creditocs 
have been made to suffer. Among the 


ournals which have been carried oo in 
Manitoba for purely political aims the most 
prominant is the Winnipeg Times, the re- 
cognized organ of Conservatism Sarewd 
observers have long ago concladed that 
this journal was not a paying concern, and 
that its support, ifitwere going to. live, 
had to come from some other source than 
the patronage Ot its readers and advertis- 
ers, Yet Congeryatism had to have an 
organ in Winnipeg, and, directly or indir- 
ectly, the Dominion and Le al Govern- 
ment, and the faithtul of the creed, had to 
pay up toenabl&it to swim, There was 
anether Winnipeys daily, the Sun, which 
was alSo 8 Bon-paviag journal, and its pro- 
prietors, after nearly three years of a plucky 
but unsuccessful battle to Keep its head 
above water, were on the look ont for a 
purchaser, or what was more likely to be 
s cured, a political “Maddy,” who would 
adopt and foot the expenses of their unpro- 
fitable protege. Such was the state of the 
daily pre-s of Winnipeg. when the Local 
Government determined to be no longer 
eentent with an organ not managed and 
condacted directly in theis own interests 
and indirectly by t.emselves. In entering 
upon this undertaking they had to act with 
eantion, so as not to stir up any Oppesition 
Then how to secure possession @f one of the 
journals im the market, and get th: 
out of existence at as little expense as pos. 
sible was the next work on hand. This 
undertaking was entrusted to one whom 
Mr. Norquay and his colleagues could trust 
to look after their interests, He had been 
several years a Peputy-Minsister with them 
had manufactured alleged facts and figures 
inst as they were called tor, and had, year 
after year, furnished each depar:ment with 
au array of statistics (according to the &s- 
sertions ofsome people) drawn trom his 
own fertile imagination, bis own unlimit- 
ed cheek, or some such teustworthy source 
and which were about as reliable as the 
bargains he hos signed in his newspaper 
purchases, and like these purchase agree. 
ments, were always given to the World, 
(or ratner the few people in the World who 
troubled themselves to look at them) with 
bis name atthe bottom of them, a lac- 
simile of his signature by the way, so that 
no one might doubt who was the ‘Smart 
Aleck” who compiled them. Such was 
the agent entrusted with the 
purchase work of the Government, aud he 
soon succeeded fa securing 
the Times, and cave hiss promise for the 
new proprietors, to pay the sum of $25 @0v

tue, in reference to the resolutions on this 
subject passed at the annual meeting of the 
Board of Avriculture in February last, as

The aduption ef northern grades 
our Board have always opposed, but wh‘ e 
they are in use in Duluth and Minneapolis 
the Dominion Department of Inland Rev- 
enue seems dete-mined upon enforcing 
them her. The locating ofa chief inspec- 
tor for this proviace in Winnipeg has also 
had the consideration and support of our 
Board, and bas been urged in @ long cortes- 
pondence with the Depariment at Ottawa 
The only point in the resolutions in ques- 
tion not adoptea by our Beard is that of 
compulsory inspection of gain at Winni- 
peg. While the Board believe tha the 
same would be to the advantage of the 
grain producers of the Pzovince, and not 
without profit to the trade interests, the 
measuce has been considered too arb trary 
in its demands.andon that ground alone 
not urged.
